Burning coal creates 4096 of carbon dioxide emissions 
every year, so people must stop using it. 

Another important topic at the meeting was transportation. Car companies 
agreed to stop making vehicles that use fossil fuels by 2040 so they will 
make more electric vehicles. 

We must all slow climate change. Treaties @ like the Paris Agreement are 
one way for nations to work together to do this.
